Black Point residents, who turned 
out en masse last night successfully 
resisted what they called the “de­ 
structive invasion by money-making 
industry” of their “soft, beautiful 
hills.” 
The battle took place in the 
chambers of the Marin Planning 
commission from 8 to 10:40 last 
night with practically the entire 
population of Black Point lined up 
against expansion of the Black 
Point Aggregate Company plant. 
Denial by the commission of a 
petition to rezone part of the Sar­ 
tor! ranch, on which the gravel 
processing plant is now located, from 
limited agricultural to heavy indus­ 
try, came after plenty of argument 
on both sides. 
However, the industry, defeated 
after demands of the residents, will 
have until Monday to rally its forces 
and plan strategy when it may go 
before the board of supervisors to 
ask for a public hearing cm the 
commission’s decision. 
Assistant District Attorney Gor­ 
don Smith, and ex-officio member 
of the commission finally ended the 
long discussion of the issue—which 
at times became a free-for-all—call­ 
ing for the chairman’s gavel—when 
he moved for denial saying: 
“Because it has been the policy 
of the planning commission, when 
there is vigorous protest to a peti­ 
tion, as there is tonight, and when 
the applicant shows no need to deny 
the request.” 
Lloyd Rasmussen, Novato com­ 
missioner, seconded the motion. The 
denial was unanimous.

To its personnel who have "distinguished 
themselves by heroism *not involving actual 
conflict with an enemy/* the Army awards the 
Soldier’s Medal. 


The qualifications for receiving are high. 
Consequently the medal 
is rare, far less 
frequently seen than many given for heroism on 
the battlefield. 


In Marin county, a recent event suggests a 
nomination for such an award. 


It involves a Fort CronLhite soldier who 
drove up the Waldo grade and saw a two-year- 
old San Rafael child topple from *n auto­ 
mobile. Cpl. Avelino Barrows swerved his car 
into an oncoming lane, thus risking his own life. 


to avoid running over and killing little Lynn 
Simons. 
The driver of an automobile traveling in the 
opposite direction saw’ what the corporal was 
trying to do. He, too, swerved. His quick re­ 
action avoided serious injury to he and his 
family as w ell as to the corporal. — 
To us, the action of Cpl. Barrows is heroic. 
He might have died to save the tiny child. 
We strongly urge that the commanding 
officer of Fort Cronkhite consider nomination 
of the corporal for the Soldier’s Medal. If the 
act does not measure up to the necessary stand­ 
ards, he seems deserving-at the very least—of 
an official commendation from those under 
whom he serv es.

The 
silent and unattending public often screams 
bloody murder when a new ordinance is* passed 
or a major policy decision is "put over” on 
them-even though they might have known all 
about it if they had (1)'attended the meeting, 
or (2) followed the matter in their newspapers? 
Isn’t there an old saying about silence mean­ 
ing consent? Is public apathy, also, consent?

Tax Figures Are Measure Of Our 
Bondage To Federal Government 
In his speech at Sebastopol Monday night Con* 
gressman Hubert Scudder presented some figures 
which he said "provide a measurement of our present 
bondage to the federal government.** 


Taxes have increased ten times in the past twenty 
years. Whereas government cost the average family 
slightly under $200 per year 20 years ago, today it 
costs the average family about $2000. The number of 
people directly or indirectly receiving money from 
the government 20 years ago was one in every 40 
of the population. Today it la one of every seven. 
The individual citizen's share of the national debt 
of over $260 billion la $1,665. That means that 
Sonoma county's share of the debt is $172,169,325, 
which it $46 million greater than the asessed valua­ 
tion of the county. 


Taxes now take 31 per cent of our income. Out of 
every $100 we earn, $31 goes to the government. Or. 
to put it another way, for every three hours a man 
toils, one hour of that labor goes to pay the cost of 
being governed. 


"The advocates of the socialized state have a 
simple but insidious scheme." he said, "and they 
are putting it into operation at every opportunity. 
The scheme is based upon the amount of money they 
am take away from each citizen through taxes— 
and the more of everybody’s money they handle, the

more powerful becomes their control over every 
dtiaen."

WASHINGTON - Democratic 
party politic«, which hava resem­ 
bled nothing so much aa a barrel 
of eels for the past week, are again 
beginning to resume an intelligible 
pattern. It is a very queer pat­ 
tern» to be sure, but at least one 
can guess where it may lead. 
A do ilnant figure in this pat­ 
tern. curiously enough, is President 
Harry E. Truman. He was sup­ 
posed to lose all his influence, ac­ 
cording to the traditional rules, the 
moment he declared he would not 
run again. As things have turned 
out, however, the president will 
probably have a considerable in­ 
fluence, and he is planning to usa 
It to toe full. 


IN BRIEF. THE PRESIDENT 
intends to do everything he can 
to get the Democratic candidacy of 
W. Averell Htrriman off tha 
ground. He has already gone in­ 
finitely further than President 
Roosevelt did, in the rather com­ 
parable time when he was seeking 
to promote toe candidacy of Harry 
L. Hopkins. Truman will con­ 
tinue in the same vein. And he 
will be helped by the New York 
leaders who have now made Har- 
rlman their favorite »on, and by 
the other northeastern chieftains 
who have been left with nowhere 
else to go by the defection of Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois. 
But if the Htrriman candidacy 
fails to develop popular appeal, 
and If tha Republicans seem at all 
likely to nominate Sen. Robert A. 
Taft, the president can be expect­ 
ed to take a new look at his prob­ 
lem. In the event that Qen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower is the Republican 
choice, the president may well be 
willing to see Sen. Esea Kefauver 
carry tha Democratic standard, on 
tha assumption that Kefauver will 
be beaten anyway. But Truman is 
known to think that the election 
of Kefauver will be a national 
tragedy, and to regard the election 
of Taft as a national catastrophe. 


HENCE, IF TAFT IS LEADING 
the Republican race and Harrtman 
has not put himself over, the presi­ 
dent will really have two serious 
choices. 
Either he will have to 
reverse his own decision not to 
run. Or he will have to take the 
lead in reversing Adlai Steven­ 
son’s decision, seeking to draft toe 
Illinois governor by main force. 
Although 
Truman 
has been 
greatly angered by Stevenson’s re­ 
luctance to become a candidate, 
the president is far more likely 
to swallow his irritation with Ste­ 
venson than to eat his own words 
about a third term. If he decides 
to try to draft Stevenson, the presi­ 
dent ought to command the active 
co-operation of the New York, New 
Jersey. Massachusetts and Illinois 
delegations, which all share his 
views of the national party situa­ 
tion. This would be just the begin­ 
ning, and the 
beginning 
alone 
might well be enough to make the 


draft-Stevenson effort succeed al 
the democratic convention. 


HARRIMAN, MEANWHILE. Is 
tackling the business of being 
presidential candidate with his 
customary earnestness and energy. 
His greatest problem is, very sim­ 
ply, that he has never learned to 
project in public his warm private 
personality. On only one recent 
occasion—a 
celebration 
of 
the 
NATO anniversary here in Wash­ 
ington—has he overcome this dif­ 
ficulty. The NATO celebrants, who 
were largely high government dig­ 
nitaries, filled the town with talk 
of the H&rriman speech for a good 
many days. It was hoped that he 
would repeat this success at the 
New York dinner in his honor last 
week. 
Unfortunately, It teems to be the 
concensus of the politicians and 
observers that Harriman’a New 
York speech, while every way ad­ 
mirable, did not light the fire 
which was hoped from it. Probably 
the trouble was that he tried too 
hard, for he is conscious of his 
peculiar problem, and he works 
over his major speeches so end­ 
lessly and painstakingly that he 
tends to go stale before delivering 
them. Iu any case, it la generally 
agreed that the greet triumph of 
the New York dinner was scored 
by Gov. Stevenson, the man who 
had Just said he could not "ac­ 
cept the nomination this sum­ 
mer." 


STEVENSON 
WAS 
HARRI- 
MAN’S candidate until he with­ 
drew from the race, and Harri- 
man is now Stevenson's. Harri- 
man has laid out an extensive 
speaking program, and it is en­ 
tirely possible that he may hit hia 
stride somewhere along the way, 
beginning to perform once more 
as he did at the NATO celebra­ 
tion. In that case, the Hkrriman 
candidacy will hava to be taken 
very seriously indeed. 
Meanwhile, however, the astute 
Illinois national 
committeeman, 
Col. Jacob Arvey, la already pre­ 
paring for the other conditions 
envisioned above—namely Harri- 
man not putting himself over, and 
Taft leading the Republican race. 


ARVEY HAS ANNOUNCED that 
he now regards himself free to 
gather delegates to draft Oov. 
Stevenson. 
He has Ignored. St«-, 
venson’a protest against this an­ 
nouncement. And he has actually 
opened talks with like-minded 
Democratic leaders. 
He la finding a sympathetic audi­ 
ence, morevover, since Stevenson'a 
New York appearance convinced 
the assembled Democrats that the 
Illinois governor was the man who 
can prevent their expulsion from 
the land of milk and honey. None­ 
theless, if Gen. Eisenhower is the 
Republican 
nominee, 
Stevenson 
will almost surely refuse even the 
most insistent draft. But if Taft 
is the opposition choice, the Demo­ 
cratic convention looks like being 
pretty interesting after all.

WASHINGTON RINGSIDE 
Taft Would Cut Tax Rate 
To Increase Gov't. Income 


WASHINGTON (U.Ki-When Sen. 
Robert A. Tift (R-O.) snd others 
talk of big tax reductions, they 
are talking more about tax rates 
than about tax revenue. 
It was rates the senator was talk­ 
ing about Monday when he told an 
Ashtabula, O., audience that In 
the second year of a Taft admin­ 
istration he could promise a tax 
cut of 15 to 20 per cent. 
The conservative philosophy of 
taxation is that extremely high 
rates do not guarantee maximum 
revenue returns and usually do not 
produce them. That philosophy is 
founded on the theory of diminish­ 
ing returns, the idea being that 
beyond certain rate levels the un­ 
favorable and indirect effects of 
extremely high tax rates tend to 
reduce revenue. The higher the 
tax rates go beyond such levels, 
the more the increased rates tend 
to defeat their own purpose. 


THIS TAX PHILOSOPHY IS 
one of the basic differences be­ 
tween the high-tax, free-spending

ALL OF THIS IS NOT to prove 
water runs up hill nor that treas­ 
ury revenue can be increased sim­ 
ply by lowering tax rates.

when taxes have reached too high 
a level, there is evidence that rev­ 
enue can be maintained or, even 
increased by reducing the rates to 
encourage corporate and individual 
effort. 
The American Taxpayers Asso­ 
ciation, Inc., produced s study 
sometime ego comparing individ­ 
ual tax yields in 1924 with maxi­ 
mum rates at 46 per cent to the 
yield In 1927 when the maximum 
had been reduced to 25 per cent 
Revenue increased $126,000,000 
in 1927 over 1924 and all of toe 
additional money came from per­ 
sons with net income» of more 
than $25,000 a year. The treasury 
had more money to spend and so 
did tha taxpayer under tha lower 
rates.

Many say that compulsary union 
membership Is tha only way to get 
rid of "free-riders". In my opinion 
compulsory unionists are "free­ 
riders" living off the wealth that 
unregimented society has pro­ 
duced. Men compelled to join a 
union work just as hard as any 
body else, but at the same time 
they are destroying the system of 
INDIVIDUAL choice and 
free 
business, which is the only system 
that leaves work alone so that it 
can function productively.

TODAY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 
It Looks Like Bugs Are In 
For Tougher-Than-Ever Year 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (AV-Bugs may be 
in for a rougher time this year. 
Some mosquitoes and flies may 
be getting* too smart for DDT, but 
newer killers they aren’t yet im­ 
mune to are being used with dead­ 
ly aim. 
As for the great army of other 
bugs and pests, their battle with 
man will be tough. Insects cost 
at least four billion dollars a .year 
in crops and other damage. But 
man steadily raises his sights in 
fighting them. 


THE RAPIDLY GROWING In­ 
secticide industry expects to hit a 
200 million dollar pace this year, 
three times the volume of it« sales 
just 10 years ago. The nation”* 
fanners are expected to use more 
than ever before. 
New insecticides keep coming on 
the market. Many find a ready 
sale in various industries, as well as 
among farmers and livestock and 
fruit growers, because insects and 
varmints do million* of dollars of 
damage in storage places and pro­ 
cessing plants. 


Another bad break for bugs thig 
year is that maker* of pect-killer« 
won’t be plagued by aa many short« 
ages as last year, when the do« 
fense program took large quan­ 
tities of such basic materials as 
benzene, chlorine and lead. AH 
are in better supply now. 


SULPHUR IS STILL A PROB­ 
LEM, however, and insecticidal 
using it may find sulphur in tight 
supply throughout the growing 
season. An example is copper sul­ 
phate. a fungicide used by grow­ 
ers of potatoes, grapes and citrus. 
Shortages of both copper and sul­ 
phur may be a problem here. 
Another farmer’s aid that may be 
in tight supply this year is 2-4-D 
weed killer. Government officials 
say fewer companies are making 
the eradiOator this year than last. 
Pro>er use of insecticides on live­ 
stock would add more than a bil­ 
lion pounds of meat and se\eral 
million quarts of milk annually to 
the nation’s supply, according to 
Department of Agriculture chem­ 
ists.

'Imperilled Civil Liberties' 
Last Of Methodist Subjects 


The why’s, wherefores and what 
|g to be dam about “Our Imperilled 
Civil Liberties* were explored by a 
pane! of speakers at the dosing 
session of the Methodist Federation 
for social action meeting in Mill 
Valley Tuesday. 
They were Mrs, Bonaro Overafcreet» 
nationally known Mill Valley 
author; Dr, Willard Uphaus of the 
New Haven, Conn., American Peace 
Crusade ami Dr, Stephen Frltch- 
man. pastor of the Unitarian church, 
Los Angeles. 
"When does the issue of free 
speech become a real one?** Mrs. 
Overstreet queried. “It becomes a 
real issue, not in the daily run of 
living together, but at a crisis 
point.’* 
UNHAPPY FORCES 
•There are form that are not 
happy in the presence of change or 
minority stirrings.” she said and 
went cm to state "where any one 
of these rights of assembly and free 
speech are beiing actively practiced j 
at a crisis point, we can anticipate 
three types of opposition to civil 
liberties.” 
They are, die said: 
1—“Entrenched powers and au­ 
thority that have vested interests in 
things as they are. She mentioned 
previous opposition to union or­ 
ganisation and women suffrage. 
2—"An interesting group — nice 
people who don’t want to hurt any­ 
one but wish people wouldn’t act 
that way. They are the ones who 
« n ’t let an honest argument go 
an with out getting nervous. 
»—"Here’s where we have trouble. 
Those people who have lived under 
the civil liberties of our constitution 
but have lived under authoritarian 
patterns all their lives in home, 
school or workshop. 
NO EXPERIENCE 
"Literally millions of people have 
never experienced freedom of choice 
and speech at the intimate points of 
living. They have come into their 
adulthood, denied the habits of 
democracy, carrying a load of hos­ 
tility with a deeply unconscious 
buried anger that awaits any object 
or person that represents differ­ 
ence* 
Since there have been more dras­ 
tic changes recently than many 
people can cope with, she added, 
• there is a deep uneasiness upon 
us" 
However, Mrs. Overstreet pointed 
out, "where people are confident of 
the basic value pattern of their own 
lives, they can emotionally afford 
to be tolerant.” 
VALUE PATTERNS 
Today, on the contrary, "there is 
enormous widespread devastating in­ 
security about the value patterns of 
life, therefore many people cannot 
afford emotionally to be tolerant 
because it would increase their own 
seh-doubtiiig.* 
Dr. Uphaus said that "we are in 
the midst of an order that has 
dements of disintegration and de­ 
ny in it. Too many people—but a 
minority of them—have too much 
at stake and take recourse in propa­ 
ganda and fear in regard to the 
things we hold deer.” 
Discussing current "anti-subvers- 
ive” legislation, he referred to the 
McCtrran bill and said T wonder 
if we recognize what underlies this 
dangerous and pernicious legislation. 
It Involves the forced registration 
not only of specifically communist 
groups, but those listed as fellow 
travelers. It makes it possible for 
tens of thousands to be put in con­ 
centration camps. It ranges far ami 
wide in relation to the foreign born.* 
CITES JUSTICES 
. In reference to the Smith act. 
Dr. Uphaus citing supreme court 
Justices Douglas and Black, that It 
does "not distinguish between overt | 
and criminal acts and thoughts of 
difagftnt against a certain kind of 
life.” 
“Students in colleges have told me 
"We are afraid, teachers don’t raise 
questions. Graduating students are 
afraid they will be blacklisted. 
"The whole corroding effect of the 
attack on civil liberties has struck 
at the heart of education,” Uphaus j 
said. 
"From tee standpoint of Chris­ 
tians.” he added, tee people over the | 
barrel worst tie tee Christian min-1 
isters.

restrained from preaching the gos­ 
pel of peace and Jesus Christ be­ 
cause peace Is tee communist party j 
line.

CAESAR SALAD MOST 
TALKED ABOUT 
‘ And now we come to it—the most 
talked-of salad of a decade, perhaps 
of the century,** says Helen Brown 
in introducing the subject of the 
, Caesar Salad She believes that “the 
salad is at its best when kept simple, 
but as It Is invariably made at table, 
and sometimes by show-offs, it oc­ 
casionally contains far to© many in- 
fredients.” Here is her simple ver­ 
sion:

“Crush a clove of garlic and add 
it to ** cup of olive oil. Let stand 
overnight. Brown 2 cups of croutons, 
made from stale sourdough French 
bread, in 4 cup of this garlic oil. 
stirring them carefully so that they 
will color on all sides. Drain on 
paper toweling. (Or if you prefer, 
merely toast the bread cubes brown 
in a slow oven.) Now break 2 large 
or 3 small heads of romaine into a 
large bowl, grind on a good generous 
amount of fresh black pepper, and 
add 4 teaspoon of salt, then dress 
with 4 cup of the garlic oil. Turn 
the salad until every leaf is glossy 
with oil, then break 2 eggs, cooked 
one minute, plunk into the middle 
of the salad. Now, before the mix­ 
ing is resumed, squeeze the juke of 
s big fat lemon directly over the 
egg (if the lemon is small, use 14 
or even 2 of them!), and mix so 
that there is a thick creamy look to 
the lettuce. 
“If you include fillets of anchovies 
{and many say you must, here is 
where they are added—8 or 8, snip- 
ped into bits.

A record-breaking 140 candidates 
qualified to seek California's 30 
congressional seats. The high mark 
results mainly from the increase in 
the number of seats. 
Because of big population gains. 
California has been raised from 23 
congressional seats to 30. The elec­ 
tion result* may well test Demo­ 
cratic claims the reapportionment 
of the seats was rigged to help 
elect Republicans.
